ORDER

By the Telecommunications Access Policy Division, Wireline Competition Bureau: 
 

1. The Telecommunications Access Policy Division has under consideration a 
Waiver Request filed by Tuxedo Park School (Tuxedo), Tuxedo, New York.1  Tuxedo seeks a 
waiver of the Commission’s rules governing discounts for services under the schools and 
libraries universal service support mechanism.2  Specifically, Tuxedo requests that its application 
be considered as filed within the filing deadline for Funding Year 4.3  For the reasons set forth 
below, we deny Tuxedo’s Waiver Request. 

2. Under the schools and libraries universal service support mechanism, eligible 
schools, libraries, and consortia that include eligible schools and libraries, may apply for 
discounts for eligible telecommunications services, Internet access, and internal connections.4  In 
order to receive discounts on eligible services, the Commission’s rules require that the applicant 
submit to the Schools and Libraries Division (SLD) of the Administrator a completed FCC Form 
470, in which the applicant sets forth its technological needs and the services for which it seeks

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discounts.5  The Administrator must post the FCC Form 470 on its website, and the applicant is 
required to wait 28 days before making a commitment with a selected service provider.6  Once 
the applicant has complied with the Commission’s competitive bidding requirements and entered 
into an agreement for eligible services, it must file an FCC Form 471 application to notify the 
Administrator of the services that have been ordered, the carrier with whom the applicant has 
entered into an agreement, and an estimate of funds needed to cover the discounts to be given for 
eligible services.7  The Commission’s rules allow the Administrator to implement an internal 
filing period (“filing window”) for the FCC Form 471 applications that treats all schools and 
libraries filing within that period as if their applications were simultaneously received.8  
Applications that are received outside this filing window are subject to separate funding 
priorities under the Commission’s rules.9  It is to all applicants’ advantage, therefore, to ensure 
that the Administrator receives their applications prior to the close of the filing window.  The 
Funding Year 4 application window closed on January 18, 2001.10   

3. Tuxedo mailed a paper copy of its entire application to SLD on January 26, 2001, 
after the filing window had closed.11  Tuxedo requests a waiver of the filing window from the 
Commission, as SLD can not give a waiver of the Commission’s rules.12  In support of its 
Waiver Request, Tuxedo notes that it is a small independent school, its staff exercises many 
responsibilities while handling a vast amount of paperwork, and that the lack of such funding has 
presented an undue financial hardship on the operation of the school.13 

4. Tuxedo’s Waiver Request can be granted only if waiving the deadline is 
supported by a showing of good cause.14  A deviation from a general rule is not permitted unless 
special circumstances warrant it and the deviation would better serve the public interest than 
strict adherence to the general rule.15  SLD reviews and processes thousands of applications each

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year, and therefore it is administratively necessary to place on the applicant responsibility for 
complying with our rules and procedures.16  Timely submissions are needed because, under the 
funding mechanism, all requests for funding received within the initial filing deadline must be 
analyzed together in order to be considered pursuant to the funding priorities for in-window 
applicants.17   

5. As we have consistently held in the past, it is the applicant who has responsibility 
ultimately for the timely submission of its application.18  Neither staffing problems nor 
misunderstanding relieves applicants of their responsibility to understand the program and 
comply with its rules and procedures.19  We have denied waiver requests based upon applicants’ 
claims that the denial of funding would have a detrimental impact on the school or library in 
question and that such impact is a special circumstance warranting a waiver of the Commission’s 
rules.20  Therefore, we conclude that Tuxedo has failed to demonstrate special circumstances 
upon which its Waiver Request can be granted.
